Price boosts, particularly the 
first one in the spring, got the 
biggest steel headlines of 1963 
and were probably the most

the minds of steelmen. 
Wheeling Steel Corp., 11th big­ 
gest producer, started it rolling 
April 10 with increases of $6 a . 
ton on plate and a few other se­ 
lected items in strong and grow- 
ing demand. 
All eyes in the industry turned 
to Washington. 
The question was: Would the 
late President John F. Kennedy 
oppose the increase as he did 
the across-the-board hikes the 
year before? 
Nearly 48 tense hours lafer, 
Kennedy announced he would 
fight 
an 
across-the-board 
in­ 
crease but would keep hands off 
selective price hikes. 
The gates were open. 
Another small producer made 
selective increases April 14; two 
more companies, i n c l u d i n g 
third-ranked Republic, followed 
suit April 15; and the following 
day, four major producers. In­ 
cluding No. 1 U.S. Steel Corp., 
joined the parade. 
It was estimated the increases 
covered 35 per cent of all steel 
shipments. 
In late September and early 
October, another wave of price 
boosts swept the industry. Again 
it was a selective affair, cover­ 
ing mainly small diameter pipe 
and steel bar in wide use. 
The p.»-ofit picture brightened 
considerably in 1%3 with sever­ 
al companies reporting earnings 
gains of from 25 per cent to over 
100 per cent in the first nine 
months. 
! 
A survey of companies prixiuc-1 
Ing 93 per cent of the nation’s 
steel showed an earnings in­ 
crease of $121 million in the first 
nine months, jumping from $418 
million to $.539 million. U. S. 
Steel earned $149.6 million in the 
period, compared to $122.8 mil­ 
lion in the similar period of 1962. 
As for production, 1963 was the 
best steel year since 1957 when 
112 million tons were poured. 
With late-year figures still to be 
tabulated, it appeared the year’s 
total would approach 108 million 
tons, compared to 98.8 million 
tons in 1962. 
The good showing was attrib­ 
uted to healthy demands from 
makers of autos, appliances and 
railroad equipment and strong 
activity in the construction in­ 
dustry which was aided by six 
extra weeks of good weather in 
early and middle tall. 
The nation’s mills operated at 
an average of about 70 per cent 
of estimated capacity during the 
year. 
Fear of labor con--*** Trouble 
in the spring drove production 
steadily upward to the year’s 
peak of 2.62 million tons in the 
week ended May 25. That was 
85.5 per cent of rated capacity. 
Contract a g r e e m e n t was 
reached June 20 and production 
went on a sharp decline, reach­ 
ing the year’s low of 58 per 
cent of capacity in early Au­ 
gust. The year finished on a gen­ 
eral upswing. 
Most steel people feel produc­ 
tion in the year ahead will at 
least equal the 1963 total and 
perhaps inch a bit higher. One 
source said it may go as high 
as 112 million tons.

Lo ng Strides On the Ro a d to Pea ce 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—Last Ju ly , the late John 
F. Kenned y , d iscu ssing the problm of 
peace, remind ed the American people that 
“accord ing to the ancient Chinese prov erb, 
a jou rney of a thou sand miles mu st begin 
with a single step.” 


Presid ent John.son, speaking before the 
United Nations last week, recalled that ad ­ 
v ice. “ Peace.” he said , “ is a jou rney of a 
thou sand miles and it mu st be taken one 
step at a time.” 


At this Christmas season it may be appro­ 
priate to recall what steps hav e been taken 
on the long road to peace. 
In the opinion of this observ er, who this 
y ear interv iewed both the socialist lead ers 
of the east and the capitalist lead ers of the 
west, the world has taken more than a 
single step on that thou sand -mile jou rney . 
It has taken sev eral. Looking back ov er the 
18 -y ear v ista since the end of World War II, 
it may well be that 1963 is the y ear in 
which we hav e taken the most important 
steps. 


The longest step, of cou rse, was the test 
ban treaty , now ratified by more than 100 
nations, inclu d ing the sometimes skittish, 
frequ ently isolationist. Senate of the United 
States. 


It was negotiated by the eld er statesman 
who u nd erstand s the Ru ssians best, Av erell 
Harriman, who thereafter was shu nted 
asid e regard ing Ru ssian problems, as if the 
career d iplomats were afraid to hav e him 
take any more steps toward peace. 
Howev er, a few hav e been taken. 
i 
Arms Red u ction 
Premier Khru shchev told me on Au g. 16 , 
sitting on the shore of the Black Sea, that 
he intend ed to cu t the Ru ssian military bu d ­ 
get whether the United States d id so or 
not. He was tired , he said , of waiting for 
the d iplomats at Genev a to red u ce arms. 
So he planned to cu t the Sov iet arms bu d get 
regard less of the United States. 
On Dec. 16, Khru shchev mad e this official 
by annou ncing a 4.3 per cent cu t in the 
Sov iet arms bu d get. 
Meanwhile on Dec. 12, Presid ent Johnson 
had annou nced that he was cu tting some 
thirty military bases and firing some 75,000 
military personnel arou nd the world . 
Then on Dec. 18, on top of this encou rag­ 
ing start, the United States and Britain let 
it be known that they wou ld like to confer 
with the Ru ssians abou t a mu tu al arms cu t

In brief, mov es toward better u nd erstand ­ 
ing had begu n to snowball. The steps in 
the thou .sand -mile jou rney had qu ickened . 
On Dec. 20, it became known that the 
United States and Ru ssia might meet in 
Genev a after the first of the y ear to d is­ 
cu ss another arms problem—keeping their 
retired bombers ou t of the hand s of other 
nations. 
The United States is retiring all of its 
B-47’s. once the backbone of ou r striking 
force. 
They are being replaced by long 
range missiles. Other bombers will be re­ 
tired in both the United States and Ru ssia, 
and if they shou ld get into the hand s of 
Ind onesia, Pakistan, Algeria, Egy pt, or 
v ariou s other cou ntries, wars wou ld start 
popping ou t all ov er the world . Bu t if the 
United States and Ru ssia can agree not to 
.sell them—as is now proposed —a fu rther 
step toward peace will be accomplished . 
Small Step Toward China 
Meanwhile on Dec. 13, the Johnson ad ­ 
ministration took another amazing step on 
the thou sand -mile jou rney toward peace. 
Roger Hilsman, assistant secretary of state 
for the Far East, speaking in San Fran­ 
cisco, opened the d oor a bit toward better 
relations with Red China. 
His statement was one which the Ken­ 
ned y ad ministration had been talking abou t 
backstage for approx imately a y ear. State 
Department officials had been hassling ov er 
the qu estion of what to d o abou t the 700,- 
000,000 jam-packed people of China, a cou n­ 
try which cannot be ignored and whose 
lead ers hav e openly said that they are the 
only nation in the world which can with­ 
stand nu clear war and still hav e 300,000,000 
people left. 
Presid ent Kenned y had come u p to the 
ed ge of pu blishing this new policy state­ 
ment, bu t alway s backed a^ay . The politi­ 
cal reaction at home, he figu red , wou ld be 
too great. 
Howev er, the new Johnson ad ministration 
OK’d the statement and it was issu ed . It 
“ opened the d oor” to talks with Peking if 
that cou ntry ev er got ov er its “ v enomou s 
hatred ” of the United States. 
This step has receiv ed no reciprocity from 
the Orient as y et, bu t as the Chinese them­ 
selv es say , a thou sand -mile jou rney mu st 
begin with a single step. 
Finally , the people of West Berlin are 
crossing ov er to East Berlin on a series 
of Christmas v isits which may mean mu ch 
more to this weary , war-torn world than 
we now realize. 


Christmas is a time of in­ 
v olv ement. It has been the faith 
of the Christian that the Id ea 
became flesh, the Word became 
man, the other world becomes 
this world ! God is inv olv ed . 


The ancient story of shepherd s 
and Magi is the recou nting of 
men who su d d enly became in­ 
v olv ed . They recognized an ex ­ 
perience and they refu sed to al­ 
low it to be ou tsid e of them. 
They pu t their wond er and their 
y earnings into action. 
Perhaps this becomes one of 
ou r most notable d iscov eries. 
We are apt to treat the meaning 
of Christmas as thou gh we are 
walking throu gh an art gallery . 
We ex press ou r tastes,* say ing 
that we like this or d islike that. 
After a while we can talk abou t 
hu man rights or social cond i­ 
tions or civ ic responsibilities in 
the same d istant way . We are 
able to see them withou t seeing 
ou rselv es in them. 
Not long ago I watched a pho­ 
tograph being taken at the air 
terminal. The photographer was 
hav ing a d ifficu lt time with his 
su bjects. He kept shou ting, “ If 
y ou want to be in the pictu re, 
y ou ’ll hav e to mov e in closer.” 
It is something like that d u ring 
the Christmas season. If y ou 
want to u nd erstand its meaning, 
y ou ’ll hav e to mov e in clo.ser to 
life. We hav e to be inv olv ed . 
God is! 
This is what mov ed a y ou ng 
theologian by the name of Die­ 
trich Bonhoeffer to mov e in 
closer. He was stu d y ing in New 
York at the time of Hitler’s rise 
to power. He was safe from the 
ty rant in his homeland . 
Bu t the y ou ng thinker d ecid ed 
to retu rn home becau se, as he 
said , “You can’t ju st watch a 
mad man d riv ing throu gh the 
streets, killing people, and d o 
nothing. You hav e to get ou t into 
the highway and try to stop 
him.” 
He mov ed in closer, retu rned 


home, became inv olv ed , 
and 
was hanged by that same ty ­ 
rant. Yet his writings, and the 
long influ ence of his life, serv e 
as a measu re of the ex traord i­ 
nary way in which God ’s lov e 
and tru th are inv olv ed in ou r 
d aily rou nd . 
So Bonhoeffer wrote, “The 
Christian commu nity is not an 
id eal which we mu st realize; it 
is rather a reality created by 
God in Christ in which we mu st 
participate.” 
It is important that we keep 
the ceremony of Christmas, en­ 
abling the world to see some­ 
thing of the beau ty , the rev er­ 
ence and the capacity to re-cre­ 
ate the y earning for peace. Yet 
to stop short with the ceremony 
is to miss the meaning. Christ­ 
mas is a time of inv olv ement. 
No one has tru ly confronted the 
meaning of Christmas withou t 
mov ing in closer. 
Christmas is the time to leav e 
ou r contemplations. 
Brighter v isions beam afar; 
Seek the great Desire of nations, 
W’e hav e seen the Christmas 
star!

When the old er child ren come 
home, they take off their school 
clothes, hang u p those can be 
worn again, pu t on play clothes 
and then hav e a snack of their 
choice. Nex t they d o written 
homework before su pper. They 
know play time comes only after 
this is finished . 
A sched u le for each one’s ev e­ 
ning d u ties is taped insid e the 
kitchen closet d oor. This is a 
weekly sched u le and shifts the 
d u ties d aily . The d u ties are set­ 
ting the table, stacking d ishes, 
washing, d ry ing, picking u p toy s 
and papers. The one who sets 
the table d oes nothing after d in­ 
ner.

If it benefits u s, we are pleas­ 
ant abou t it. Bu t if we d on’t 
want to be bothered with the ex ­ 
posed misd eed , then we d isd ain 
him as a traitor to his in-grou p. 
If Janey comes fly ing to u s, 
cry ing, “ Billy won’t stop light­ 
ing matches, mommy !” we are 
gratefu l for her information. We 
d on’t want the hou se bu rned 
d own. So we make no speeches 
abou t the beau ty of loy alty to 
little brothers. Bu t if Janey 
comes fly ing ta u s, c r y i n g , 
“ Billy ’s ru n away with my new 
pen, mommy !” we feel irrita­ 
tion at her. We are bored by 
the obligation to see to it that 
Billy respects his sister’s prop­ 
erty . Like the barbarian kings 
who k i l l e d messengers who 
brou ght them bad news, we 
strike ou t at the child informer 
who d emand s new effort from 
u s. We kill her self-respect with 
ou r d isd ain. 
Bu t then, we can’t ex pect par­ 
ents or teachers to look at their 
own motiv es for their contrad ic- 
toy treatment of tattlers, can 
we? 
The child gu id ance ex perts 
hav e been so bu sy getting them 
all steamed u p ov er y ou ngsters’ 
motiv es for their actions that 
they hav e v ery little to spend on 
their own. As a resu lt of this 
anx iety ov er why a y ou ngster 
tattles on a brother or a class­ 
mate, the u nreliability of their 
own performance is obscu red in 
a haze of self-righteou sness. Be­ 
sid es, as y ou know, the “ex ­ 
perts” ad ore “grou p” loy alty , 
and threaten any child who b ^ 
tray s it with “bad ad ju stment.” 
I d on’t mind grou p loy alty . I 
ju st wish grown-u ps wou ld qu it 
y akking abou t the awfu lness of 
d isobed ience or cheating, and 
then shaming the tattler who 
takes his moral pronou ncements 
seriou sly .

Accord ing to an old prov erb, 
the grass is alway s greener on 
the other sid e of the fence. 
Ev ery y ear people mov e to an­ 
other state becau se they believ e 
su ch a mov e will improv e their 
bronchitis, 
sinu sitis, 
asthma, 
high blood pressu re, angina pec­ 
toris or arthritis. 
More often than not they are 
d isappointed . There is no part 
of the cou ntry that is id eal the 
y ear arou nd . If there were I 
d ou bt that there wou ld be room 
enou gh to hou se all the mi­ 
grants. 
Temperatu re is not the only 
factor in making the v ictim of 
the d iseases mentioned u ncom­ 
fortable. He mu st also consid er 
altitu d e, relativ e hu mid ity and 
air pollu tion. The warm, d ry cli­ 
mate so often sou ght after may 
also be a v ery d u sty climate 
and 
this cou ld 
aggrav ate a 
chronically infected sinu s or an 
asthmatic bronchitis. 
No d isease can be cu red by 
climate alone as all of the d is­ 
eases mentioned can be fou nd 
in ev ery state. Ev en when a 
change of climate makes a v ic­ 
tim 
more comfortable, 
it is 
d ou btfu l that it will alter the 
cou rse of his d isease. 
I knew a man once whose 
asthma alway s cleared u p when 
he went fishing in Michigan. He 
was abou t to mov e tb Michigan 
to liv e when his d octor per­ 
su ad ed him to hav e some sim­ 
ple tests mad e. These showed 
that his asthma was cau sed by 
the feathers in his pillow (which 
he wou ld hav e taken to Michi­ 
gan with him). He got rid of 
the pillow and his asthma was 
cu red . 


Another family who alread y 
liv ed in Michigan was not so 
lu cky . The 10-y ear-old son had 
asthma so bad ly he cou ld not 
attend school. Friend s ad v ised 
the father to mov e to another 
state. On an impu lse he gav e 
u p his job, piled his family and 
hou sehold good s into a station 
wagon and mov ed . They arriv ed 
at their d estination ju st before 
Christmas 
withou t money or 
prospects. Althou gh the boy ’s 
asthma was improv ed the whole 
family su ffered hard ships that 
cou ld hav e been av oid ed by a 
little ju d iciou s planning. 
With 
mod ern 
ad v ances 
in 
med ical treatment and control 
of ind oor climates, d octors are 
becoming more and more cau ­ 
tiou s abou t ad v ising a change. 
If a change is recommend ed it 
shou ld not be u nd ertaken in 
haste.
